Ill Treated, Badly Fed Tried 
to Escape; Captured and 
Thrown Into Gaol 

The following interesting letter 
from J. L Haight, of the Flyfng 
Corps hBS recently been received in 
Vulcan. 

My life in the R.F.C. on active ser¬ 
vice in France was not a long one but 
still it was longer than the average 
and a very exciting one. 'I entered an 
active sendee unit about the middle 
of August and had a busy time of it 
right up to the date of my capture, 
Sept 28th, we were fighting over 
but occasionally were sent out in the 
early dawn to Machine Gun lines, 
of communication. On the day of my 
capture-while doing a Distart Offen¬ 
sive patrol over Cambrai our forma¬ 
tion sighted Enemy Aircraft in large 
numbers and immediately attacked 
them, I became Involved with one 
chap who gave me such a lively time 
that I lost my formation while down¬ 
ing him, and before being able to re¬ 
join my comrades was attacked by 
four albatross scouts, realizing that 
my only chance lay in fighting and 
the speedy return of my squadron 1 
engaged the Huns for a considerable 
time and forced one to descend, but 
just about the same time I was hit in 
the petrol tank which stopped my en¬ 
gine and rendered further fighting 
impossible, all that remained was to 
get back over our own lines on ray re-1 
serve tank, if ppesible. Keeping my 
nose well down and aided by the en¬ 
gine which was now running on the 
reserve tank I zig zagged down in 
the direction of home with late enem¬ 
ies gradually closing in op me, all a r 
round I could hear the craok of the 
bullets as tjrejr whizzed past or stru¬ 
ck some part of my plane. Soon my 
machW'was practically riddle.; by bul 
lets but they all seemed to miss me 
in a most miraculous manner, and 
finding myself very low over German 
trenches I began to look for a place 
to land, in the usual manner Machine 
Gun fire from he ground finished my 
career by cutting the controls and I 
crashed down from a height of 50 
feet into a shell holes My arrival in 
Hunland thus accomplished I was 
hurried away from the wrecked mach¬ 
ine in a dazed condition to a dressing 
station where a couple of alight flesh 
wounds received good attention. I 
dont remember much about the first 
three days in Germany except that I 
was taken to a hospital in Douai, lock¬ 
ed up in a bare room and poorly fed. 

I suffered great depression during the 
day and feverish nights when all 
my battles were refbught under great* 
er difficulties than I had actually ex¬ 
perienced. Dui ing this time I was vis¬ 
ited by an intelligence Officer who 
endeavored to extract information 
from me and also by a German flyer 
who claimed to have brought me down 
I told him to divide the honor with 
his three companions at which he flew 
into a rage, which I have since recogni 
zed as “Hunnish rage” as bellowing, 
foaming, stamping variety peculiar to 
some of these would be super-men. 
He left with these words “I’ll have 
you shot you English dog for using 
Wellington Ammunition,” to which I 
replied carelessly, “Shoot away you 
German dash-hound but keep clear of_ 
the R. F. C.” Wellington ammunition" 
is an explosive inccndiavy bullet 
which was debarred by Hague Cpnven 
tion, as I had sent one pf their maun- 
ines down in flames he persumed I 
had used It, but I was not worried a- 
b^pt that as there was my machine to 
prove my ammunition. After a weeks 
solitar/confinment here, I was sent to 
a room syvhere there were other Brit¬ 
ish Officers, but being suspecious that 
this was a trap to gain information 
we refrained from speaking of mili¬ 
tary matters and eventually found a 
microphone concealed under the wall 
paper. Soon after this I was despatch¬ 
ed to Germany, but on arriving at 
Mons was placed in a Tommys Hos¬ 
pital -where l was kept for over a 
month. The - conditions in this hospital 
were really bad, and I shall never for¬ 
get the cold, dreary, dirty, hungry 
month at Mons. The hospital was for 
prisoner patients from working par¬ 
ties behind the German lines,unable to 
work any longer they were sent here 
to recover or die which ever Provid¬ 
ence decreed, for medical treatment 
or extra food they received none. On 
being brought into hospital they each 


received a bath and had their hair 
shaved off, and that was supposed 
to suffice for ever and amen. During 
the whole time I was there clean linen 
was wily issued once. Poor fellows 
haw fellows how they managedto ex¬ 
ist I can’t imagine for even in my own 
case I arrived in good condition and 
fed. bvit before I Jeft Mons I 
wga reduced 20 lbs. in weight, partly 
because I was sick most of the time 
and partly also because I could not 
st<*nath the awful slop that was ser¬ 
ved out. After this hard experience 
I was despatched to Germany to be 
interned in a Lager, entering a crowd¬ 
ed leave train, for German soldiers, 
with standing room only we crawled 
off at a snails pace for Cologne arriv- j 
ing there .'iprty hours later, and hav¬ 
ing stdod in a corridor all the way 
withoat a bite to eat. Changing at Col¬ 
ogne we in my guide took the train 
for Munster in Westphalia fop what 
reason J never yet have been able to 
divine, and arrive there 20 hours late- 
er. I was placed in a Tommies’ Lager 
outside of the city, where I met some 
kind, of lads from Glasgow who put 
me to bed and fed me with English 
f«bd) antil I had somewhat recovered 
the effect of my journey. A week let-' 
er I was taken to fvarjsruhe, and “I- 
mot( Immediately to hospital again, 
as I had contracted a skin disease 
from the filthy conditions at Mons, j 
nor was this finally cured until a- 
bout the middle of February of the 
next year. The only event of import¬ 
ance during my stay at Karlsrude was 
an attempt to eseppe on New Year’s 
eve, when with two Frenchmen and 1 
Italian I let myself down from onr- 
third floor ward by means of the bed 
sheets, and beiny supplied by a Pol¬ 
ish orderly with compasses, maps etc. 
made a seventy kilometre advance to¬ 
wards the SwIbs frontier through deep 
snow. However our food ran short, 
thc 9 £«ow became deeper and our 
strength gave out, on the 6th day 
my French companions gave up and I 
pressed on with the Italian who was 
a' hardy Alpine Officer. The capture 
of the Frenchmen gave our approxi¬ 
mate whereabouts with the result that 
we were overtaken the folio—dig day, 
and soon fouhd ourselves in he hands 
of the Huns again. I was taken back 
to the hospital on the 8th of January 
and only recovered from the effects 
of my escapade some three weeks lat¬ 
er when I was discharged to the 
Karlsruhe Oifiiziere Gerungen Lager 
and suffered 14 days cell, the penal¬ 
ty for attempting to escape. I found 
Karlsruke hospital better by a long 
way than Mons, it was cleaner and 
more comfortable and the food was 
w«ll cooked at last 

About the middle of Januaiy my 
parcels and letters began to arrive 
| from England after a silence of four 
I months I had got in touch with friends 
•nee more, from now on life became 
more bearable, parcels came thiough 
fairly regularly and a letter from 
heme seemed a gift from the Gods. 
On March 8th I was sent to Heidel¬ 
berg one of the best camps in Ger¬ 
many where I spent a much happier 
summer than I had thought possible 
in captivity. Our Commandant real¬ 
ly ought to receive some reward from 
the Bi itish Government because he 
did all in his power to make the pris¬ 
oners under his charge comfortable 
and happy. I spent the summer in 
books gpmes and athletics, occasional¬ 
ly taking advantage of “walks" which 
were arranged for us on parole. Dur- 
iig these walks I saw many of the 
beauty spots within a t«i kilometre 
radius of famous Heidelberg. But I 
was also to see something of the 
worst camps for on August 28th we 
were moved from Heidelberg to Claus 
thal in the Hartz Mountains This camp 
was in charge of one of the infamous 
Niemeyer Brothers, and we found it 
the very opposite to Heidelberg, there 
was a young war on between the 
British Officers who were interned 
there. There were no games allowed, 
gambling was prohibited, no wine or 
liquor Except a vile white wine which 
was sold at 25 to 30 marks per bottle, 
everything coming into the camp was 
subject to a strict and vindictive cen¬ 
sorship and all were insulted and an¬ 
noyed as much as possible, but Nieme¬ 
yer found that his spite was returned 
with interest and he certainly had a 
bad time of it for there were over 
250 idle brains matched against him 
and his small stsiff. The worst of it 
was our parcels were stolen and let¬ 
ters stoped by censor, this galled all

Util we left Clausthal and travelling 
via nlagdeburg, Wa.rnamunde and Co¬ 
penhagen we landed in Leilh on Dec. 
19th, London on the 20th. 

Since then I have had a splendid 
time and put on considerable weig’ 
Captivity seems far away and unreal 
like, the nightmare of childhood and 
I pray God never to experience it a- 
gain even under the comparatively 
pleasant conditions at Heidelberg, 
and now my dear friend I must close 
this rambling letter. It is only the bar¬ 
est of outlines and necessarily so as 
neither time or space would permit a 
quarter of the detail* of 15 months 
captivity.

closure. Animal means any head a‘ 
cattle, horse, sheep, goat, swine c. 
poultry. 

Any person found guilty of a 
breach of this By-Law tshall, upon 
summary conviction, forfeit and pi. 
a penalty not exceeding $100 an 
costs for each offence, and in de¬ 
fault of payment thereof for the 
Justice so convicting* lo sentence the 
offender or offenders to imprison- 
in the nearest common gacl, with oi 
without hard labor for a period r..
